Aquascope Viewers (Toddlers/Preschool)

Make an aquascope out of a recycled waterproof container. Cut the
bottom out of the container and the top out of the lid. Glue a loose piece of
plastic over the top and screw the lid on (the slack in the plastic will bulge
inward when placed under water, which will magnify objects). Trim off
excess plastic. Children look into the bottom of the aquascope, with the

clear plastic under water, to explore a kiddie pool filled with rocks, shells,

waterproof toys, and shallow water. Be sure to have an extra volunteer on
hand to monitor for water safety.
